In the Investigation Into the 
Charges of Bribery. 



There Will Likely Be Several Wit- 
nesses Arrested for Contempt 



Columbus, a, Jan. 90.— The Investi- 
gation into the charge* of bribery at 
the reoent election of United States 
senator reached a orisis Wednesday 
night. No matter what may be the 
.final result of the Investigation, there 
will likely be several witnesses ar- 
rested for eon tempt. The committee 
had seven witnesses subpoenaed for 
Wednesday night, but they were not 
all examined because none of them 
would testify. 

The senate committee Tuesday night 
examined Samuel Pentland, Frank P. 
Rosa, W. E. Truesdale and Shepherd 
M. Dunlap, who then asked to confer 
with their attorneys and were excused 
till Wednesday night for that purpose. 
When they appeared Wednesday night 
they said their attorneys held 
that the senate had no jurisdic- 
tion in the investigation of the 
alleged bribery of a member of 
the house and had advised them not 

fore the commUtee. They all followed 
the advice of their attorney, as did Mr. 
Hollenbeck, who was not on the stand 
Tuesday night When the committee 
found that the advice of attorneys was 
being followed uniformly by all wit- 
nesses called, the open session wa« 
dosed and the commit tea went into 
executive session on plans for further 
procedure. 

The senate chamber was crowded 
while the committee in open session at- 
tempted, from 7:80 to Dp. m., to exam- 
ine witnesses, and the action of wit

Chairman Holcomb stated thst if the 
Illinois representatives wished to meet 
it was clearly without the pale of the 
convention, and that any action they 
might take would necessarily need the 
approval of the convention. 

Mr. Dalzell thereupon withdrew his 
motion, having, as he stated, secured 
all he desired, the practical consent of 
the convention for a meeting of tha 
miners and operators in the state.

The director of the observatory at 
Odessa, who has closely studied the 
question, states that there is a zone of 
electric activity of great intensity on both 
sides of the equator, which Is also the 
zone of the greatest rainfall. This zone 
he divides into three sections, the first 
embracing Asia and Oceania. Indo China 
and the Suoda Isles to New Guinea. The 
yearly thunder storms over that zone av 
erage from ninety to 100. The second 
zone starts from the West coast of Africa 
between 5 degrees and 10 degrees North 
latitude, and 10 degrees to 15 degrees 
South latitude, while the third zone com- 
prises the tropical regions of America, 
where the mean annual number of thun 
d« storms exceed 100. To the North of 
this zone, which is termed the electric 
equator, the storms decrease in number 
until the deserts of Africa. Egypt, Persia 
and Central Asia are reached, where the 
rainfall la tcanty and thunder sterns
